AT WASHINGTON. 
REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS WATCHING DEVEL- 
OPMENTS IN TENNESSEE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 21.—Army officers 
are watching with interest the conflict be- 
tween the striking miners and the State mil- 
itia in Tennessee, apprehending that the 
failure of the latter to cope with 
the miners may result in a 
call upon the national Government 
for troops. In this case it would be difficult 
for the War Department to meet the demand 
in time to secure the purpose of protecting 
the convict miners. The nearest army post 
excepting Columbia Arsenal, at which 
there is no available force of 
troops, is Newport Barracks, near Cin- 
cinnati. There are only two companies 
of infantry there, however, and not all of 
these troops could be spared. For Fort Rus- 
sell in Ohio has a bare garrison of one com- 
pany and the nearest available troops are 
probably as far West as St. Louis, 
which point their transportation to the 
mountains of East Tennessee would be 
difficult and slow. The army officers 
here, however, have a suspicion that the 
sentiment of the people of Tennessee, in- 
cluding the militia, is favorable to the strik- 
ing miners, who are fighting against convict 
labor, and hope if the militia again fails 
the result may be a return ofthe convicts to 
their prisons without recourse to Federal as- 
sistance. 


WORKERS OF BELGIUM. 


A RENEWAL OF THE STRIKE MANIA CAUSES 
ALARM AMONG THE PEOPLE. 

BRUSSELS, July 21.—Signs of renewal of the 
striker at Chrero, Mans, Liege and other 
congested labor centers in Belgium, are nu- 
merous and alarming. As every one of the 
previous strikes in these places has been ac- 
companied by every species of disorder, re- 
sulting in bloodshed and great destruc- 
tion of property, and the working- 
men are egged on by the large number 
of Socialist agitators that infest the manu- 
facturing and mining towns of Belgium, the 
law-abiding population and the local author- 
ities are not alarmed without cause at the 
return of discontent to the overworked 
and underpaid laborers. The basis of 
the trouble between the employes and the 
masters has been and is, the workingmen 
blindly foHowthe lead of a number of ir- 
responsible professional agitators. When- 
ever the men have grievances that might be 
remedied without trouble or formulate de- 
mands that are just and reasonable, and 
would at once appealtothe sense of the em- 
ployers, they are induced by these self-ap- 
pointed advisres to make such extravagant 
claims as preclude the possibility of compli- 
ance, with the invariable result that the men 
are hopelessly beaten at the outset of the 
strike which follows. Even now the tiron- 
workers and miners are making demands 
that are certain tobe rejected because of 
their injustice, and for their inevitable defeat 
in the strike which cannot long be deferred 
they will, as on previous occasions, have no- 
body to blame but themselves. 


THE PARIS STRIKERS. 

Paris, July 21.—A steam tram was stopped 
and seized by some railway strikers yester- 
day. It was afterwards recaptured by 
gendarmes, who arrested several persons 
and sugceeded in restoring order. Military 
guards have been placed at all the level rail- 
way crossings. The Railway Men’s Union 
has decided to resume work to-day. 


RIOTOUS CORKWORKERS. 

Lispox, July 21.—Two hundred cork workers 
thrown out of work through the operation of 
the American tariff law visited the cork fac- 
tories and engaged in a riotous demonstra- 
tion, demanding work. They were dispersed 
by the police.

THE HEROIC BRONZE STATUE UNVEILED 
AT LEXINGTON, VA., TO-DAY. 


Crowds of People Fill the Old City and 
Take Part in the Imposing Ceremony— 
Gen. Jubal Early the Orator of the 
Occasion—Description of the Monu- 
ment—Anniversary of Manassas. 


LEXINGTON, Va., July 21.—Thirty years ago 
to-day, on the battlefield of Bull Run, Gen. 
Thomas Jackson received the soubriquette of 
**Stonewall’’ bestowed upon him by Gen. 
Bee,the name by which he is known the 
world over, and which the Southern people 
have since that time applied to him as a term 
of endearment. To-day the honor and respect 
in which he is held was testified to by a grand 
outpouring of ex-Confederates, who assisted 
in the unveiling ofa monument to his mem- 
ory. Thousands of people, from all parts of 
the South, have been pouring into Lexington 
for several days, and the streets of the quiet 
old college town have been crowded with 
visitors. Lexington put onits holiday attire 
inhonorofthe great event in its history. 
The public buildings, business blocks and 
private residences are handsomely deco- 
rated. Red, white and blue is everywhere 
seen, and the good old stars and stripes float 
in the breeze from hundreds of flag poles. On 
many structures, national, State and Confed- 
erate battle flags are artistically blended. 
Not less than 80,000 Confederates are in town. 
They have come from every State that cast 
its lot with the secessionists. Probably not 
less than 10,000 of the boys who wore the blue 
are also here, and in the throngs in the street 
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Grand Army of the Republic are to be seen on 
every hand. To-day was ush in dy Sal- 
vos of artillery from Rock dge Battery, 
Virginia’s military institute, andthe West 
Point of the Confederacy. At II o’clock the 
preliminary exercises were held on the 
campus of Washington and Lee University, 
where a grand stand had been erected front- 
ing the main bulliding and overlooking a 
broad expanse of rising ground, fronting an 
amphitheater equal to the accom- 
modation of 40 ,000 people. Hon. 
Wade Hampton of South Carolina was the 
presiding officer and to the right and 
left of him on the grand stand were groups 
of surviving officers of the Confederate army 
and navy and other prominent persons. With 
a few words of greeting, Gen. Hampton in- 
troduced the Rev. A.C. Hopkins, D. D., of 
Charleston, W. Va., who was chaplain of 
Stonewall Jackson’s staff, and who invoked 
the blessing of the Almighty on the country, 
and especially commended to Divine Provi- 
dence the welfare of the Southern States. 

Amid rousing cheers, which continued for 
several moments, Gen. Jubal A. Early was 
introduced as the orator of the day, and the 
grizzled veteran who, as Gen. Hampton said 
in his introductory remarks, is probably the 
best informed survivor in-the entire country 
on Southern civil war history, eloquentiy di- 
lated on the life, character and military 
achievements of the renowned warrior. 

The poem by Mrs. Margaret J. Preston, the 
well-known Southern poetess, was the next 
feature ofthe programme, but it was an- 
nounced from the chair that she had been 
unable as a result of enfeebied health to ful- 
fill her promise to prepare some appropriate 
verses. Asa substitute Col T. M. Semmes 
read the Confederate war poems, ‘‘Stonewall 
Jackson's Way and Over the River.“ The 
pronouncing of the benediction brought this 
portion of the exercises toa conclusion, and 
the participants inthe gathering at once be- 
gan to form in line forthe grand parade. Of 
this ex-Gov.-Gen. James A. Walker, the only 
surviving commander of Stonewall’s bDri- 
gade, was chief marshal. 

: THE GRAND PARADE.

The section-room at the barrack of the Vir- 
ginja Military Institute, used by Jackson 
when a professor there, has attracted 
thousands of admirers. Entering the room 
on one side isa pyramid of potted flowers 
growing up three feet high near the chair 
occupied by Gen. Jackson as an instructor, 
the chair being garlanded in flowers in front 
of asimple pine table. To the left a black- 
board bearing the inscription: ‘‘He foughta 
good fight.’’ 

Tothe front of a stand of guns with the mark- 
er's flag of the regiment, on another black - 
board was written: Lieut.-Gen. Jackson's 
body laid in state in this tower May 14, 18883. 
Next to this is the printed order of his funeral 
exercises at that time. On another black - 
board is the inscription: ‘‘Elected tothe 
chair of experimental philosophy and mill- 
tary tactics 1881. 

To the right of the Professor’s chair were 
three rows of plain bench seats suggestive of 
recitation hours. The whole was simple, 
but exceedingly impressive, 

THE STATUE. 

The statue stands in a circle in the center 
of the city, cemetery On Main street, a square 
containi about four acres of ground well 
set off with giant trees, which hide the statue 
from view except in the rear. The 
site is a slight mound crowning an 
elevation overlooking the surrounding 
country and commanding a good view of 
rich rolling hills and Valleys. The sculptor 
is a Virginian, Ed V. Valentine, who de- 
signed the Lee monument. The statueis of 
bronze, heroic in size and portrays Jackson 
with uncovered head leaning on his sword 
and left leg and looking out upon a field of 
battle. In the right hand at his side is a 
field glass. The figureisciad in the full uni- 
form of a Confederate Lieutenant-General, 
with the gold lace on the sleeves distinctly 
visible and with heavy military boots and 
spars. The carriage is easy, and the 
attitude is one of close observa- 
tion with the right foot advanced ready 
and alert for instant vigorous action. The 
scabbard of the sword upon which the gaunt- 
letted left hand rests, bears the letters ‘‘U. 
S. „ a historical fact as it was modeled from 
Jackson’s own sword, The statue proper 
measures eight feet and surmounts a granite 
pedestal ten and a half feet high, consisting 
ofa base course, dye an@ capital. On one 
face the dye Dears the inscription: *‘Jackson. 
1824- 1862. 

Andon another the single word ‘‘Stone- 
wall,“ the sobriquet given Jackson by his 
chief General, Lee. Beneath the pedestal is 
a vault containing six sepulcher chambers, 
surrounded by a circular grass plot, around 
which isa driveway with four approaches. 
The general effect of the structure is impos- 
ing, and the statue is considered to be a good 
representation of the old soldier. 

Mrs. Jackson, in an interview said to-day: 

It is strange thatI have not yet seen the 
statue. I missed Mr. Valentine in Richmond 
and also in New York and have not had an 
opportunity to see it here. Still from ex- 
pressions of opinion of Prof. J. J. White and 
Capt. John C. Boude and others who knew 
Gen. Jackson welllam satisfied that it does 
him justice. Old soldiers who followed 
Jackson during the war are pleased with the 
statue.’’ 

THE MONUMENT UNVEILED. 

It was nearly 2 o’clock before the main 
body of the procession had reached the cem- 
etery and not less than , people had sur- 
rounded the tombs and statue, when the 
firing ofa gun indicated that the exercises 
were about to commence. As a prelude 
the combined bands rendered ‘‘My Country 
»Tis of Thee, and then, amidst rousing 
cheers, little Julia Jackson Christian, 
granddaughter of the immortal warrior, 
gave a gentle pull to the cord and the veil 
which had hidden the heroic bronze figure of 
Stonewall Jackson from sight fellaway. As 
the canvas fell tothe ground the old surviv- 
ors of Manassas who composed the Kock 
Bridge battery fired a salute of seventeen 

with the artillery used in 
battle while the cheers from 
throats rent the air. The pro- 
cession then reformed and returned to town, 
where luncheon was served to the rtici- 
pants. This evening a banquet will ten- 
dered to twenty-five members of the South- 
ern Society of New York, who, headed by 
Hugh M. Gordon, icipated in the pro- 
ceedings. A large number of Union veterans 
were also tendered a lunch this afternoon, 
and in the procession the boys in blue were 
enthusiastically greeted.

MOVING ON INDIA. 


RUSSIA’S ACTIVE OPERATIONS IN THE 
PLATEAU OF THE PAMEER. 


Troops Pushed to the 


A Large Body of 
| Frontier. 


THE CZAR MEANS TO STRENGTHEN HIs 
HOLD ON CENTRAL ASIA. 


A French Expedition Meets a Well-Armed 
Force of Natives in Africa~Two French- 
men Killed and Twelve Wounded—The 
Pope’s Letter to President Carnot—sir 
Hector Langevin Will Not Resign—Bal- 
four’s Local Government Bill—Foreign 
News. 


Lowpon, July 21.~—Advices from India bring 
the intelligence that Russia is again at work 
on the Northwestern frontier, endeavoring to 
extend her powerful influence in that region 
across the border into Hindoostan and 
Afghanistan, whose domination the St. 
Petersburg government hag long coveted. 
The dispatches at hand state that a Russian 
exploring party, five hundred strong, is en- 
gaged in surveying and prospecting in the 
plateau of the Pameer, but the intimation 
is also conveyed that while these 
are the ostensible objects of the expedition 
its warlike character suggestsafar different 
purpose. As the Pameer region is already 
completely under the influence ana control of 
Russia, further efforts to extend Russian in- 
fluence within those limits would seem to be 
equivalent to, carrying coals to Newcastle. 
It is therefore assumed thatthe purpose of 
the expedition is to sow seeds of Russian in- 
fluence beyond the frontier where their 
growth shall be fostered pending the appear- 
ance on the scene of the Russian troops which 
it is strongly suspected may be already under 
orders to proceed to that locality.

It wasnot known at that 
time how many troops Russia had pushed 
forward to the frontier, nor has it since been 
possible to estimate,even approximately, the 
number left there when the pretense of 
evacuation was made. It is known, how- 
ever, that a much larger force remained than 
was stated, and it is also known that these 
troops have since been reinforced on several 
occasions. 

The effect of advices, which have been 
vouched for as authentic, induce political 
circles here to believe that it is the intention 
on the part of Russia to obtain a foothold in 
India at no far distant time.

BAYREUTH, July 21.—The performance of 
Tristan and Isolde’’ attracted an interna- 
tional audience, which filled the Wagner 
Theater to overflowing. The Alvary and 
anti-Alvary factions were Krongiy repre- 
sented, but whatever bias the latter party 
entertained before the performance was 
transformed into enthusiasm under the spell 
ofthe artist. Although visibly nervous in 
the first act, Herr Alvary, when he had fully 
seized the spirit of the personation, became 
master of all his powers and acted and sang 
with marvelous force. The love duet pas- 
sages in the second act of the 
opera chained attention the 
artistic delicacy and beauty of their render- 
ing. The last act was a climax of triumph, 
the acting and singing of Herr Alvary as the 
dying Tristan being superb. Frau Suchers, 
always incomparable as Isolde, displayed in 
the highest de those pure, womanly 
touches which distinguish her method from 
that of Mme. Lehman. 

The whole of the performance was marked 
by excellence. Felix Motti of Carisruhe was 
simply perfect in his style of conducting the 
work, which completed the charm possess- 
ing the audience until the close. Although 
„Tristan and Isolde’’ was given here eight 
times in 1886 and was repeated four times in 
1889, the interest displayed in the work to- 
day was as great as if it were having its first 
production.

Albert Tschoerner, Treasurer, and Max Rot- 
ter, Secretary. The President is a clerk in a 
leather house on South Broadway and lives 
on Bismarck street, the residence also of the 
Secretary, while the Treasurer is a weaver on 
South Broadway and lives at 1812 North Sev- 
enth street.

ASKING TOO MUCH. 

It is good policy to deal liberally with 
our street railways and encourage them to 
extend their lines in every way that will 
promote the accommodation of the public 
and the growth of the city. But the offer 
of the St. Louis Railway Co. to buy out 
the Baden line and extend its electric car 
service at one fare to Baden, is handi- 
capped with conditions which appear 
rather too liberal to the company and too 
costly to the city. 

The proposition simply is to give the 
Baden people and the cemetery travel the 
benefit of aScent fare, provided the city 
will pay $10,000 a year to the company 
during the life of its franchise for this re- 
duction. As there is a good prospect for 
obtaining the reduction through the com- 
petition of other lines, the payment of 
$10,000 a year, or 5500, 000 for 50 years, to one 
company for it, would look extravagant. 
Doubtless the St. Louis Co. will soon 
have to make this extension for the protec- 
tion and furtherance of its own interests. 
It has recently obtained a very valuable 
franchise extension for nothing. The ex- 
tension of its line to Baden would not 
have been too much to ask for such a con- 
cession. The $5,000a year it pays now to 
the city and the $10,000 a year it is bound 
to pay after 1893, are mere trifies to pay for 
a monopoly franchise likely to be worth 
millions before its time is half out. 

This city is not deriving the revenue she 
should realize from street railway traffic, 
and has given away sources of future rev- 
enue of incalculable value. Not acent of 
the little compensation she has secured 
should be released or given away on any 
pretext whatever.

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THE TENNESSEE TROUBLE. 


Convicts hired from the State of Ten- 
nessee to work in coal mines in accordance 
with a law providing for such employment 
of convict labor in that State, have been 
shipped back safe to the Governor, to- 
gether witha guard of 107 militia, by a 
mob of miners and citizens strong enough 
to capture the militia and the convict 
camp without firing a shot or permitting a 
single convict to escape. 

Of course, Gov. BUCHANAN is bound to 
protect the legal rights of the convict labor 
lessees and to suppress all such insurrec- 
tions against the authority and laws of the 
State at any cost of blood and treasure. If 
the available militia force is not strong 
enough to do it, or cannot be relied on be- 
eause of its sympathy with the mob of 
miners, he can convene the Legislature 
and an application from that body to the 
President will soon array the whole army 
of the United States against the insurrec- 
tion, and the work of punishing the in- 
surgents according to lawcan then proceed 
in an orderly manner. 

Doubtless, however, public sentiment 
will be strong enough and the militia 
dutiful enough to vindicate the authority 
of the State without convening the Legis- 
lature or asking for any outside aid. But 
that body ought to be convened and asked 
to repeal a statute which tries so severely 
the popular respect for law and so con- 
fuses the militiaman’s sense of duty. 

Making the labor of a State pay for the 
arrest, trial, incarceration and mainte- 
nance of a multitude of convicts, and leas- 
ing this slave labor to mine or factory 
operators at prices with which free labor 
cannot compete and live, is the most mur- 
derous form of aggression a State can 
inflict upon its wage earners. Where it 
sends its convict camp to cut down wages 
and drive away free labor it ruins the trade 
of the local artisans and shopkeepers and 
puts such a blight upon the community as 
drives its most law-abiding business men 
to desperation. That was evidently the 
case at Coal Creek and Briceville. 

Even without such resistance the cost of 
maintaining and guarding these convict 
camps makes the saving to the State a very 
pitiful or doubtful quantity, and the cost 
and cruelty involved in the suppression of 
popular opposition to the convict camp 
system make it far better to retain the con- 
victs in the penitentiary. No Legislature 
north of the Ohio River would dare enact 
such a law, and this outbreak of resistance 
to it in Tennessee would have been dupli- 
cated in any Northern State. The Legisla- 
ture is chiefly responsible for all the dis- 
grace and damage that may come of this 
incident, and the best thing Gov. Buck - 
ANAX can do while calling out the militia 
to enforce the law is to convene the State’s 
law-makers and ask for its repeal.

The Deadlock All Right. 

To the Editor of the Post Dispatch 

The Geadlock between the Mayor and the 
City Council is a matter of some importance 
to individuals, but the public interest is very 
little involved, as no department seems to 
to be suffering or likely to suffer; indeed, it 1s 
generally believed that they never have been 
in more competent hands. Yet there is a 
Geadiock.

RUED HIS BARGAIN. 


A Merchant Attacks Builder Case With 
an Axe. 


THE RIOTOUS SCENE IN FRONT OF A 
COLLINSVILLE STORE. 


OG. A. Singleterry Frantic With Rage sta 


D.W. Case is a builder and contractor, with 
an office on Seventh street. He has a good 
deal of business among down town business 
men, and his small, bent, always-hurrying 
figure, lips tightly-pressed together with no 
mustache, slouch hat and brownish, flumy 
whiskers are a familiar sight to the men who 
are out on tune streets daily. He 
ballads houses on time payments, 
and is backed in this business by men 
of wealth in St. Louis, who find in this @ 
safe investment for small funds. Until lately 
Builder Cate confined his operations to put- 
ting up houses in St. Louis, but a short time 
ago he thought he would branch out and help 
the growth of the suburban towns about St. 
Louis. He began with the flourishing little 
village of Collinsville, UI. which is fourteen 
miles from St. Louis. There are a number 
of mines in the vicinity, and the place is 
filled with small tradesmen. Money is plenty. 
and the people are generally able to pay 
their debts. So Builder Case found work to 
do as soon as his terms became Known. 

HIS WORK FOR SINGLETERRY. 

C. A. Singleterry gave the builder his first 
contract. He is a boot and shoe dealer, tall, 
strong and dark, with the Diack beard and 
mustache Ella Wheeler Wilcox thinks make 
a man look dramatic.

He 
left orders with his foreman to do that and 
went back to St. Louis, after agreeing with 
Singleterry that he would meet him Monday 
and receive his acceptance of the building.

CROOKED BANKING. 


New Developments in the Spring Garden 
Failure. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 21.—Ephraim 
Turland has filed his answer to the suit of the 
National Bank of the Republic of New York 
against him for the amount due on a certain 
promissory note held by the bank and re- 
celved from the defunct Spring Garden Na- 
tional Bank, of which Turland was a director. 
Turland claims that he executed his notes for 
many thousands of dollars during the string- 
ency of the money market last winter with- 
out receiving anything in return, and that he 
did it on the false representations of the 
president of the bank that the bank was in 
good condition and that the notes would be 
taken up by the bank ma few months and 
returned to him. He says that the banks of 
New York and Philadelphia adopted a system 
of helping each other out through the Clear- 
ing-house on the Gepositing of the notes of 
the directors and others, ‘the loans being 
only temporary. Turland claims that Mr. 
Kennedy, the president of his bank, bor- 
rowed $350,000 from the bank, and two other 
directors borrowed $200,000 and $100,000 
respectively without giving any security and 
that the books ofthe bank were falsified to 
deceive the United States Bank Examiner.

TEMS OF INTEREST PIOKED UP IN THE 
HOTEL CORRIDORS. 


the Financial Stringency Likely to Be 
Soon Relieved—European Gold Exports 
—Condition of the French Wheat Mar- 
xet—Mobile’s Trade With South Amer- 
loan States—New Mexico. 


The financial stringency which has pre- 

yailed in this country for the last two or three 
months, said C. K. Whittemore, a member 
of the New York Stock Exchange, whois at 
the southern, promises to be relieved 
earlier than was expected, andto be trans- 
ferred to Europe, There has been a heavy 
drain of gold from this country for some time 
past, the exports for the year amounting to 
about $70,000,000, but from present indica- 
tions all this and more will come back before 
the fall is passed and within a very short 
time the return tide will set 
in. The heavy shipments of gold 
do not indicate, as they would 
under ordinary circumstances, that the bal- 
ance of trade is largely against us, but are 
very generally caused by the fact that Euro- 
pean capitalists have lately been pressed for 
money, and have had to sell their American 
securities. This naturally sent gold away, 
put with the large grain and cotton ship- 
ment it has to come back and, as the crops 
are ripening early, it will come back sooner 
than was expected. By the last of August or 
the Ist of September there will be plenty of 
money here, and the dullness that has recently 
characterized the stock market will disappear 

European gold shippers are very small and 
mean in their dealings with bankersin this 
country. Our shippers always send over 
bars or good com, but the European houses 
send back all the abraded and defaced gold 
that they can lay their hands on. This sum- 
wer our men determined on a change of 
front and sent over as much as they could in 
eagles and half-eagles, avoiding as far as 
possible the bars and double eagles that are 
preferred on the other side of the water. 
When our crop is paid fora great lot of our 
fine gold, which has been hoarded abroad, 
will come back. ; 


THE FOREIGN GRAN CROP. 

„„ dave just returned from a trip to 
France, remarked William Lovell, a grain 
dealer of Emporia, Kan., who is at the La- 
clede, and paid particular attention to the 
condition of the wheat crop. The reports of 
the nearly total failure have not been in the 
least exaggerated. In nearly every district, 
or department, as ft is called there, the crop 
has proved a failure, and the shortage is 
greatest in tlie sections where the best wheat 
is grown. This means that there will bea 
tremendous demand for No. 2 red from 
this country, and for flour if there 
is not enough of this grade to supply French 
needs. The French do not care to handle our 
hard wheat, as only a few mills are adapted 
to grinding it. No one need expect, there- 
fore, that largeamounts of hard wheat will 
be sent to France. If hard wheatis wanted 
it will be bought tn the form of flour, and 
mixed on the other side. I foundthat there 
was great objection in the agricultural dis- 
tricts to the reduction on the tariff on foreign 
wheat, but thatthetowns and manufactur- 
ing centers were so clamorous for it that it 
had to be made. Even as it is 
the poor will have a hard 
time of it, as not only will 
breadstuffs be high, but also meat, as forage 
is expensive, that crop being short also. Our 
orn will be-taken far more freely than ever 
before, as the people must have cheap food 
and will be obliged to overcome their cause- 
less prejudice againstcorn. If the Russian 
crop proves to be as short as seems likely 
now, there will be almost as great a demand 
for hard as for soft wheat and our farmers 

will reap a golden harvest.’’ 


MOBILE AND ST. LOUIS. 


The people of Mobile are fully alive to the 
te tance of the subsidies offered by the 
0 States Government for carrying the 
n rail is to Central and South American and 
West Indian ports, said J. ©. Tote of Mo- 
bile, whols at the Southern, and now that 
the bids have been advertised we are doing 
our best to be ready to fulfill the conditions. 
Of course we do not exactly like the manner 
in which the routes have been arranged, as 
we would rather carry the mails from Mobile 
than from Port Tampa, Fla., but this is 
a recognition of our superiority over 
other gulf ports, and in this light is an ex- 
cellent advertisement. Our foreign com- 
merce is increasing more than that of any 
city in the country. We have already four 
lines to South American and West Indian 
ports, and another, larger than ali combined, 
will soon be tn operation. With the help that 
We shall get from the subsidy our South 
American trade will be quadrupled within a 
year, and nine-tenths of the exports will 
come from St. Louis, whichis bound to be 
our base of supplies. 


NEW MEXICO AND STATEHOOD. 


Not a few people have expressed surprise 
that New Mexico did not make a greater 
effort tor admission to the Union as a State, 
when all the other States were admitted, 
said Dr. Henry Armitage of Santa Fe. There 
was a movement with this end in view, but 
it was weak and was bitterly opposed. The 
fact is that not one American in ten wishes 
to see the territory a State while the popula- 
tion is whatitis, Weare gaining largely by 
immigration, bat stil in numbers 
the population is overwhelmingly 
Mexican, and wherever there is 
a Mexican there igs an enemy of the Ameri- 
cans. As matters stand now we are gov- 
0 red by our own people, but if the Territory 

becomes a State we might as well leave at 

once, Mexican governors, Mexican legisla - 
tures and Mexican courts would be the order 
of the day, and Americans could not expect 
Justice.

CHICAd TURNERS. 


A Factional Fight Which May Cause 
Serious Trouble. 


EXPELLING A MEMBER BECAUSE HE 18 
AN ANARCHIST. 


—— 


A Split Which May Involve the National 
Organization—What President Hugo 
Muench Says of His Warring Brethren 
in the Lake Oity—Caused by Local Jeal- 
ousies. 


CuicaGco, July 21.—Fora second time the 
North Side Turner Society has been expelled 
from the Chicago District Association. The 
grounds were the same as on the first occa- 
sion—their refusal to consider the expulsion 
of Julius Vahiteich. For several months the 
Turner societies of the city have been dis- 
turbed by the factional fight between the 
radical and conservative elements in the 
Turner societies and the affair promises to 
wreck the national organization 
itself. Some time ago Vahilteich was 
expelled from the North Side Turner Society 
for trying, itis said, to force on the society 
anarchistic views. He appealed to the Dis- 
trict Board, which has the supreme author- 
ity over the thirty-five Chicago societies, and 
which is composed of nine members of the 
Aurora Turner Society. The board ordered 
the reinstatement of Vahiteich, which was 
not obeyed. The matter was carried up to the 
National Board at St. Louis, which decreed 
that if the North Side Society declined to re 
instate Vahiteich it should be expelled 
from the National Association. On its refusal 
to act in accordance with the decree of the St. 
LouisBoard, the District Board, at a meeting 
Sunday, expelled the North Siders. The 
North Side Society is the largest in point 
of numbers in the United States, having 660 
members, and Louis Nettlehorst is its Presi. 
dent. In discussing the action of the District 
Board, a well-known member of the 
North Side Society said last even- 
ing that the society would never 
reinstate Vahiteich, who was looked 
upon as an anarchist. The trouble with him 
began first after the Haymarket riot, when 
Vahlteich sympathized so strongly with the 
men who were afterward executed as to 
cause trouble in the society. The fight has 
become national in character and the result 
may be a split in the national organiza- 
tion. In additionto Vahiteich several other 
members holding similar views have been 
expelled. 


DISCUSSED LOCALLY. 


ST. LOUIS TURNERS DO NOT THINE THE ROW 
HAS NATIONAL BEARING. 


Upon reading the above telegram Mr. Hugo 
Muench, the President of the National Exec- 
utive Board of the organization, said that he 
could not understand why the Chicago peo- 
ple tried to make a national affair out ofa 
**little, petty, picayunish, detestable squab- 
ble that concerned nobody except a few 
people in that city; and as to the probability 
of causing a split in the society throughout 
the country, that was all bosh. ‘*There are 
a number of errors in this telegram,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Muench. ‘‘In the first place, Mr. 
Vahiteich was never expelled from the 
North Side Society—only suspended, a very 
material difference under our by-laws—and 
in the second place, the cause of his suspen- 
sion or the action of the North Side Society 
in suspending him has never been passed up- 
on by the National Board or by the District 
Board of Chicago. The way of it was this: 
Mr. Vahiteich, who by the way wasat one 
time a resident of st. Louis and editor of the 
Tageblatt, was suspended by the North Side 
Society and, pending his appeal from the de- 
cision of the society, the society undertook 
under one of its by-lawsto refuse him ad- 
mission to the gymnasium ofthe society and 
to deny him other privileges of membership. 
That by-law is antagonistic to one of the by- 
laws adopted by the National Board, which 
says that no suspended member shall be de- 
nied the privileges of member 
ship pending an appeal of his case, 
and when that question came to us, we 
affirmed the decision of the District Board 
and decided with the District Board that the 
North Side Society must allow Mr. Vahiteich 
the privileges of the society until the merits 
of his appeal case had been inquired into by 
the National Board. The question of Anarchy 
had nothing whatever to do with our de- 
cision.’’ 

What is the position of the organization 
on Anarchy?’’ 

Our position has been defined time and 
againin our national platform and always 
against such doctrines, but that question was 
never raised inthe Vahiteich case. It was 
purely a question of law that we passed 
upon, nothing more.’’ Mr. Muench explained 
that the fact that the-District Board of the 
Chicago District was composed exclusively of 
members of the Aurora Society was due to 
the Chicago method of choosing its District 
Board. The members of the board were all 
chosen from one society, but no two years 
from the same society. At the last election 
it was Auroras turn to have the honor and 
80 present board is com 
of members of that society. The 
cago District embraces a number of 
towns in the vicinity of Chicago and that is 
how Chicago is credited with having so many 
societies—thirty five. The North Side Society 
is far from being one of the largest turner so- 
cieties in the country, some of them having 
nearly four times as many members as the 
North Side has. 

The National Band has been composed of 
St. Louis turners for sixteen years, but a new 
city will be chosen for the headquarters next 
year at the special request of the St. Louisans.

Bellew's Attorneys Discredit the Reported 
Marriage at Hong Tong. 


New York, July 21.—Areport was published 
yesterday that Mrs. James Brown Potter and 
Kyrie Bellew had been recently married in 
Hong Kong.

We are in fre- 
quent communication with Kyrle Bellew and 
heard from him only a short time ago. 
have heard nothing of this kind hinted at 
from Mr. Bellew. Mr. Hummel is at Long 
Branch and Mr. Howe at Lake George. I feel 
confident that if they had received word from 
Kyrle Bellew in regard to his marriage with 
Mrs. Potter, I should have heard of it.’’ 

Franklin Bartlett is the legal adviser of 
Mrs. Potter, He said: I do not believe 

that the reportistrue. It is inherently im- 
probable. I have never heard of any divorce 
having been obtained on either side. The last 
time I talked with Mr. Potter about his wife, 
which was within a year, he left me under 
the impression that their relations were 
pleasant. I heard from Mrs. Pot- 
ter in January.

Why Eastern Men .Will Not Attend 
To-Morrow Night's Fight. 


NO INTEREST DISPLAYED IN NEW YORE 
IN THE CONTEST. | 


Pugilist McCormick Turns Up Alive— 
The War Between the Corrigan and 
Hankins Race Tracks—How Prices 
Paid for Stallions Are Exaggerated— 
The Browns Defeat Baltimore. 


New Tonk, July 21.—The Hall-Fitzsim- 
mons battle, which will take place at the 
rooms of the Minnesota Athletic Club to-mor- 
row night, has attracted probably less atten- 
tion among the representative sporting men 
of New York than any battle which has yet 
taken place in which the championship has 
been involved. But few sports from Gotham 
will be at the conflict. When the fact that 
the battle will not only be for the world’s 
championship, but for one of the largest 
purses ever offered by an athletic club, or, in 
fact, any other kindof an organization fora 
glove contest, viz.: $12,000, is taken into con- 
sideration, the lack of interest is calculated to 
cause some astonishment. Frank Stevenson | 
was going to the fight with several friends, 
but one after another found an excuse, until 
Frank Stevenson was the only origi mem- 
ber of the excursionists left. He declined to 
go alone. 

He said: I can account for the lack of in- 
terest easily enough, Inthe first place the 
mem are foreigners. It is not an international 
affair. Then again the men have been mixed 
up in fake fights with each other, If ever a 
man has been engaged in crooked work in the 
ring one naturally supposes that he will not 
hesitate to make a deal favorable to himself 
whenever he gets the chance. I would never 
forgive myself if I went hundreds of miles to 
see a fake fight between two for- 
eigners. I think Fitzsimmons will win if itis 
decided on its merits, and I would wager sev- 
eral hundred dollars on his chances, but can- 
not place a bet. I don’t believe a bet of any 
importance has been made in this city. I 
can’t find any one willing tobet. Nearly 
every one I know looks upon the fighters and 
the proposed fight with suspicion, I am a 
little that way inclined myself. 

Jimmy Wakely said: ‘‘I have not bet a dol- 
lar and have not heard of anyone who has. 
I think and hope that it will be a square, 
honest fight and that the best man will win. 
I have not seen Hall in active busihess, but I 
can safely say thatif he whips Fitzsimmons 
he will be the greatest middleweight the 
world has yet produced. I like Fitzsimmons’ 
chance, and if I bet I should certainly take 
his end. I had intended to go up, but I 
changed my mind. If either man had been 
an American I would not have misse the 
battle for a great deal. I have seen nearly 
all the championship and international bat - 
tles that have taken place since I was a mere 
youth, and this will really be the first im- 
portant one that I have missed fora good 
many years. Ican’t get up enough interest 
in the mill to take a trip West to see it, 
simply because the principals are both 
foreigners.’’ 

PUGILIST M’CORMICK ALIVE.

THE TURF. 


The apening guns were fired yesterday in 
the race track war at Chicagoand before the 
battle is over it promises to prove a costly 
engagement to one and possibly both asso- 
ciations. Saturday, Washington Park closed 
its meeting. Yesterday, Garfield Park, for- 
merly the West Park, opened its gates to the 
public. Ed Corrigan abandoned West Side 
Park last fall and this spring opened 
his new Hawthorne track. George Hankins, 
his brother and Mike McDonald, the big two 
of Chicago gamblers, leased the abandoned 
course, refitted it and opened it up yester- 
day. They have associated with them a 
number of prominent Chicagoans and have 
elected an excellent set of officers to give the 
public assurance that the racing will be on 
its merits. Corrigan ran his new Hawthorne 
track allspring until the Washington Park 
meeting opened, when as has been his cus- 
tomin previous years, he closed his course 
until the races at the big track were 
concluded. Yesterday he re-opened 
the Ilawthorne track, and to 
knock out the opposition announced 
that admission would be free. According to 
the Chicago Jnter- Ocean there were 6,000 peo- 
ple at Garfield Park and 3,500 at Corrigan’s 
Hawthorne track. This would indicate that 
Edward was getting the worst of it, despite 
the fact that he was not charging admission. 
It must be taken into consideration, how- 
ever, that it was the first day at the new 
track and that people had a natural desire to 
see it since it had changed management and 
itsappointments had been improved, and 
that many would be willing to go there and 
pay in Order to do this the opening day. Yes- 
terday was not, therefore, afair test. It 
will takeseveral days to determine definitely 
where the fickle public will go. However, the 
new track is much nearer the center of the 
city and that in itself isa big advantage, It 
also is to give large purses, but Corrigan will 
probably meet them in that. There is talk of 
Corrigan chartering trains and hauling peo- 
ple to his track free in addition to admitting 
them without charge. The bitterest enmity 
exists between Corrigan and the Hankins 
crowd on account of the fight which the Kan- 
sas City turfman mace on the Chicago pool- 
rooms in which the Hankins crowd were 
largely interested. Both sides have plenty 
of money and each association deciares that 
it will lose hundreds of thousands of dollars 
rather than give up the fight. If a com- 
promise is not effected whereby dates are di- 
vided both parks will probably have the 
opportunity to lose the money they say they 
have prepared to drop. 

FICTITIOUS PRICES. 

The matter of misrepresenting the prices 
paid for horses, particularly stallions pur- 
chased for breeding purposes, is on the in- 
crease to such an extent in this country that 
there is no telling where it will stop. Ifa 
man thinks a stallion has cost $20,000 he is 
prone to believe him a great horse and would 
be much more likely to breed a mare to him 
than to one his superior in breeding, form, 
speed and every other respect who, he knows, 
only cost $5,000. Breeders are aware of this 
weakness in human nature, and this is what 
leads them to construct the fairy tales about 
the prices paid for horses. Only a few 
months ago one stock farm caused to be cir- 
culated a wild story about having received 
and refused an offer of $50,000 for one of their 
stallions. They probably did by arrange- 
ment get a friend to write them a letter, mak- 
ing such an offer, but that it was a bona fide 
bid no sane man will for a moment believe, 
tor half the sum would be a fabulous price 
for the horse, The press dispatches from 
Knoxville, Io., announce that Howard Cun- 
ningham of that place yesterday sold 
to Nuttall of Michigan the  8-year- 
old trotting stallion Advance, record 2:24, 
for $25,000. If Nuttall paid that price for 
Advance his friends should see that he is 
placed where he cannot commit any more 
such idiotic acts, as $5,000 would be a very 
good figure for the stallion. It is tothe in- 
terest of both seller and purchaser to exag- 
gerate the prices at which a horse is sold, as 
the purchaser gets the horse, advertised as a 
high-priced animaland the man who sells
